Jt cannot be run on the 
hard and fast rules which may obtain 
in a shop. 


"Another thing, a. railroad must

ail the time; it cannot stop. A shop is 
able to shut down if trouble comes; a 
railroad can't, it must go on, trouble 
or no trouble.

Rounded Up 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—The notorious 


Lupo gang of counterfeiters whose 
members were Implicated In at least 
one murder nnd countless black hand 
oases, was put out of existence,

police believe, by the arrest here yes- 
terday of 13 Italians and the seizure of 
a largo amount of counterfeit 
bills. 


Nine of the prisoners are believed to 
be the remaining members of the Rang, 
the leaders of which were arrested last 
winter and are serving terms aggregat- 
ing 150 years in the federal prison at 
Atlanta for counterfeiting.

It is rare indeed that any city as large us Lowell, and a factory city at 


that, can show such an absence of law breaking. 
Yet this is but another 


proof of the fact that morally Lowell is the cleanest city in New England. 


THE 
EXCITING BRITISH 
CAMPAIGN 


It appears that Uii: worst passions are to be aroused in England in the 


present election crisis. • -The• unionists are appealing to the prejudice of the 


Ulster men with the result-Unit their-adherents threaten to rebel against the 
decrees of a Dublin parliament, should that institution be established. 
Mr. 


Balfour stirred up the north on a former occasion but the minority in that 
province cannot, continue to dictate terms to the majority. 
It is well that 


the contest will be all over in a .few weeks and then the public mind will 
revert to its normal condition. 
Hon. John K. Redmond holds the key to the 


situation, no matter how the minor factions may rage over their impotence. 
The worst feature is the appeal to religious prejudice that will leave bit- 
terness behind long- after the election is over. Mr. Redmond stands squarely 
for home rule for all ilie people on broad lines, and he hag, never intimated 
that under home rule Ireland would he barred from going further. 
He 


believes in one step at a time. He'has repeatedly reiterated the words of 
Parnell that it is not for any mail' to set'a limit to the onward march of a 
nation. .That he willnot accept any makeshift for home rule has already 
been demonstrated by his rejection of (lie devolution measure offered a few 
years ago. 


There is another fallacy injected into the campaign and it is, that the 


Irish party is interfering with the question of a protective tariff. 
The howl 


against the "American dollars'1 and the "domination of American money" in 
the British elections is a poor piece of political clap-trap, but nothing is too 
low for the unionists to gra^p at in their death struggle. 
The Irish party 


may or may not have enough money lo meet (be election expenses. 
If 


many scats are Ho be contested, the probability is, that the funds will be 
short as the expenses o!' riritit-h rli>i:tions' are enormous. 
It is not so long 


ago since the American dollars crossed the Atlantic to pay rack rents to 
British landlords but Redmond and his party have succeeded iu settling the 
land question and practically expropriating the landlards of Ireland. 


The last remnant of feudalism dies hard in England but its end is near 


and once the veto, power oC the lords on popular measures shall have been 
u-iped out, the representatives of the people will be able to enact whatever 
measures they desire. 
Unless we are mistaken the democracy of Great 


Britain will not be blinded by the appeals to prejudice made by Mr. Balfour 
who is noted for stirring up the worst kind of strife. 
It is predicted that 


ihe liberals will win but. whether they can go back with such a solid ma- 
jority is not co-lain. 
Should they be defeated by a small margin, the Tory 


ministry would have a short reign unless it adopted the home rule policy of 
t.he liberal party as the Irish parly under Mr. Redmond would vote against it 
on every division. The Tories on more llinn one occasion have taken up the 
program of Iho liberals nnil carried it through ns .1 matter of political ex- 
pndicncy. It would not be surprising to see Balfour and'the other unionist 
loaders who urn now denouncing Redmond, negotiating with him by granting 
liomo rule in order to secure the support of the Irish parl.y. At present (ho

A short dis- 
tance from Gomez, according to Hil- 
dredth, the revolutionists held up the 
train and, as soon as it was stopped, 
they opened fire from a ditch In whi:;h 
they wore concealed.

Brandeis 
has 


offered to show the railroads of tho 
country how they can save ?1,000,000 
a day in expenses, and his offer 
has 


been accepted. 


"Mr. Brandeia wants the railroads to 
do what they have been trying to do 
for years. The operation of a railroad 
is unlike almost any other business. In 
a shop or factory things are done in 
tlie same way day after day, but a 
railroad must be prepared for emer- 
gencies at any time. It must be pre- 
pared to meet and overcome any and 
all obstacles. It cannot be run on the 
hard and fast rules which may obtain 
In a shop. 


"Another thing, a railroad must run 
all the time; it cannot stop. A shop Is 
able to shut down if trouble comes; a 
railroad can't It must go on, trouble 
or no trouble. 


"Mr. 
Brandeis, as I understand it, 
suggests that if the railroads have In- 
creased their expenses 
by increasing 
wages, they may now decrease 
their 


working force and let the men they re- 
tain do the work they have done be- 
fore and also the work of the men who 
have been dismissed. 
I don't think 
that he takes the labor unions into 
consideration. 
"Labor unions are one of the first 


considerations with which a railroad 
must deal, nnd it is not probable that 
they would stand for such a move as 
that If the hands in a factory walk 
out, 
the proprietor can close the doors 
and wait. The doors of the railroad can- 
not he closed. 
They must be always 


open, and the road always running. 


"Mr. Brandeis' proposition is ono 
that requires careful study and after I 
have had a chance to do that, I might 
express myself at more length about 
it" 


Senator Chauncey M. Depcw, chair- 


man of the board of directors of the 
Xew York Central, fails to take a se- 
rious view of the 
proposal 
of Mr. 


Brandeis. 


"If I made such a propostion peo- 


plu would think I was joking-," re- 
marked Mr. Depew, "I do not like to 
say that Mr. Brandeis has not made 
the suggestion in good faith. He is a 
man of eminent standing as a lawyer, 
"When it comes to railroad experience, 
however. I fear Mr. Brandeis is some- 
what lacking."
